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PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN AVON, 
GLOUCESTERSHIRE, OXFORDSHIRE AND WILTSHIRE 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in 
the Counties of Avon, Gloucestershire, Oxfordshire and Wiltshire 
are published today (Thursday 5 December 1991), This is the 
second set of recommendations to be published as part of the 
general review of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced 
by the Boundary Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 



The provisional recommendations for each county are listed below 
and are also shown on the attached outline maps. The Commission 
recommend that Avon should be represented by ten constituencies, 
that Gloucestershire should be represented by six constituencies 
(one more than the present number), that Oxfordshire should be 
represented by six constituencies and that Wiltshire should be 
represented by six constituencies (one more than the present 
number). Announcements being published in the local press today 
(Thursday 5 December 1991) give details of the recommendations 
and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes are 
available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council, offices. 



Rules For Redistribution 



The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the 
total number of constituencies and also contains the rules for 
redistribution of seats which in summary have the following 
effect. County and London Borough boundaries are to be followed 
as far as is practicable. Subject to these requirements, the 
electorates of constituencies are to be as nearly equal as 
possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules if 
special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if 
changes cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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In considering the size of constituency electorates, the 
Commission work to the electoral quota, which is the total 
electorate in England (36,301,984) divided by the existing number 
of seats (524). The 1991 electoral quota, which will be used 
throughout the review, is 69,279. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations for and 
against their provisional recommendations made within one month 
of local publication. These representations should be addressed 
to The Secretary, Boundary Commission for England, St Catherines 
House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP. In this case, the 
representation period will include the Christmas /New Year holiday 
season. The Commission have therefore decided that they will 
accept representations made by 17 January 1992. 

Where representations: objecting to the provisional 
recommendations are made by an interested local authority or by 
a body of 100 or more electors, the Commission cannot proceed 
with their final recommendations to the Home Secretary until a 
local inquiry has been held. If after an inquiry the Commission 
decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local 
inquiry is not obligatory. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for 
the whole of England to the Home Secretary between 1 February 
1993 and 31 January 1998. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay 
the Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft 
Order in Council giving effect to the recommendations with or 
without modifications. The draft Order is submitted to both 
Houses of Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new 
constituencies take effect at the next general election. 



Provisional Recommendations 
Avon 

The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate ten seats 
in Avon and to make changes to the existing seats to reduce the 
disparity In the electorates of the constituencies. 



Avon currently has ten constituencies with a 1991 parliamentary 
electorate of -726,177. This number of electors, when divided by 
the electoral quota (69,279) gives a theoretical entitlement to 
10.48 seats. In considering whether to allocate an extra, 
eleventh, seat, the Commission examined proposals for such a 
distribution but concluded that such a solution would not be as 
good as the ten seat distribution selected. The Commission noted 
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the continued decline in the electorate in the City of Bristol 
and, in view of rule 1 of the rules for distribution of seats in 
schedule 2 to the Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 (which 
requires the Commission to limit the total number of seats), were 
reinforced in their decision to allocate only ten seats. With 
ten seats, the average constituency electorate in the county (the 
county average) is 72,618. 

The electorates of the existing constituencies range from 63,094 
in Bristol East Borough Constituency (BC) to 83,335 in Northavon 
County Constituency (CC): a disparity of 20,241. The Commission 
have therefore decided that changes will have to be made to the 
existing constituencies to reduce this disparity. 

The existing Bath BC, which is coterminous with the City of Bath, 
is 13% below the county average and there is a downward trend in 
the electorate of the City. The Commission have therefore 
decided that the constituency should be expanded, by including 
five wards from Wansdyke district. It was also decided that as 
the proposed Bath constituency contains more than a small rural 
area, it should be designated as a County Constituency. 

The electorate of the City of Bristol (288,314) theoretically 
entitles it to 3.97 seats (based on the county average). To 
avoid breaking local ties and causing inconvenience, little 
change is recommended to the existing Bristol constituencies. 
The Commission decided to continue to allocate three whole seats 
and parts of two others. Only four out of the thirty four 
Bristol wards change constituencies. 

The Commission have decided that parts of the borough of 
Kingswood and the district of Northavon should continue to be 
joined with parts of the City of Bristol, although more of 
Kingswood will now be in Kingswood BC. The southern part of 
Kingswood continues to be linked with the remainder of Wansdyke 
district to form Wansdyke CC. 

The Commission "decided that Woodspring district is of a suitable 
size and shape to form two whole constituencies and have 
therefore reduced Weston-Super-Mare CC and placed the electors 
into a revised Woodspring CC, which is formed wholly within the 
district. 

Amongst the alternative distributions considered by the 
Commission was one based on district boundaries. This was 
rejected because it would have resulted in very large 
constituencies in Bristol and would not have significantly 
improved the disparity in electorates of the constituencies in 
the county. 

The composition of the ten new constituencies provisionally 
recommended would be:

The Commission have decided to allocate an extra, sixth, 
constituency in Gloucestershire. This requires some major 

changes to be made. 

Gloucestershire currently has five constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 411,453. This number of electors, 
when divided by the electoral quota (69,279), gives a theoretical 
entitlement to 5.94 seats. If five seats were retained the 
average constituency electorate in the county (the county 
average) would be 82,291 whereas with six seats the county 
average would be 68,576. The Commission have therefore decided 
to allocate six seats to Gloucestershire. 

All of the five existing seats are more than 15% above the six 
seat county average; the existing Cirencester and Tewkesbury 
seat is 28% above. The reduction of these high constituency 
electorates and the creation of an extra seat make some major 
changes inevitable. The Commission have provisionally 
recommended six constituencies which are all, with the exception 
of Gloucester, within 10% of the county average. 

The county has six districts with electorates ranging from 54,471 
(Tewkesbury) to 82,031 (Cheltenham). The Commission have 
recognised that the electorate of the City of Gloucester (76,487) 
is 11.5% above the county average, but that there appears to be 
no natural divide through the middle of the City which would have 
facilitated its bisection into parts of two seats. The 
Commission considered that to detach one ward from the City and 
to include it with a neighbouring area in order to bring the 
electorate down to the county average might have broken local 
ties and also recognised that the only neighbouring area with a 
low electorate is situated on the other side of the river Severn. 
The Commission therefore recommended that the City of Gloucester 
should not be divided between constituencies. 
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The districts of Cotswold and Forest of Dean were recognised as 
having electorates well below the county average. If these had 
been left to form constituencies on their own it would have 
necessitated seats elsewhere in the county with high electorates, 
resulting in large disparities. In order to bring the 
electorates nearer the county average, the Commission therefore 
considered that the Cotswold district should join with one ward 
of the district of Stroud to form the Cotswold County 
Constituency (CC) and that the Forest of Dean district should 
join with two wards of the Borough of Tewkesbury to form the 
Forest of Dean CC. The Commission decided that both the Cotswold 
and Forest of Dean Constituencies should be so named because they 
were almost coterminous with the Cotswold and Forest of Dean 
district boundaries respectively . 

The Commission considered that the remainder of the electorate 
of the district of Tewkesbury was too low to form a constituency 
on its own and should therefore be joined with three Borough of 
Cheltenham wards to form Tewkesbury CC with an electorate near 
to the county average. The remainder of the wards within 
Cheltenham district would then form the Cheltenham Borough 
Constituency with an electorate near to the county average. The 
Commission also decided that Stroud district wards should, with 
the exception of the ward allocated to Cotswold CC, form Stroud 
CC.

Oxfordshire 

The Commission propose adjustments to the six seats in 
Oxfordshire to reduce the disparity in the electorates. 

Oxfordshire has six constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 
420,055. This number of electors, when divided by the electoral 
quota (69,279), gives a theoretical entitlement to 6.06 
constituencies. The Commission have therefore proposed that 
Oxfordshire should continue to have six seats. With six seats, 
the average constituency electorate in the county (the county 
average) is 70,009. 

The electorates of the existing seats range from 63,721 in Oxford 
East Borough Constituency (BC) to 78,482 in Witney County 
Constituency (CC): a disparity of 14,761 electors, a disparity 
which planned growth in the county is likely to worsen. The 
Commission have therefore decided provisionally to recommend some 
changes to the existing seats, in order to reduce the disparity 
in the electorates, but have endeavoured to keep the changes to 
a minimum. No changes have been proposed to the names and 
designations of the present seats. 

The biggest change is to Oxford West and Abingdon CC to which 
four wards in the Kidlington area have been transferred from 
Witney CC and from which three wards have been transferred,, two 
to Oxford East BC and one to Wantage CC. Four other changes have 
been made elsewhere in the county. One of these was made to take 
account of the changes recently made to the boundary of the City 
of Oxford by the Oxfordshire (District Boundaries) Order 1991. 

If these changes were implemented, none of the constituency 
electorates would be more than 3,246 from the county average and 
the disparity in the electorates would be reduced from 14,761 to 
5,296.

I ? m 1 ssio1 ? , have decided to allocate an extra, sixth, seat in 
Wiltshire. This requires major changes to be made. 

Wiltshire currently has five constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 430,277. This number of electors, 
when divided by the electoral quota (69,279), gives a theoretical 
entitlement to 6.21 seats. If five seats were retained the 
average constituency electorate in the county (the county 
average! would be 86,055 whereas with six seats the county 
average would be 71,713. The Commission have therefore decided 
to allocate six seats to Wiltshire. 

All of the five existing seats have electorates well above the 
six seat county average - Swindon BC, with 90,343 electors, is 
the sixth largest in England. The reduction of these high 
constituency electorates and the creation of an extra seat make 
major changes inevitable. The Commission have provisionally 
recommended six constituencies which all have electorates close 
to the county average. 

The Commission have recognised that the borough of Thamesdown has 
grown significantly over recent years, but consider that it is 
not quite large enough to justify the allocation of two whole 
seats to the borough. In order to bring the electorates nearer 
the county average, wards from the adjoining districts have been 
included in the two proposed Swindon constituencies. The 
Commission recommend the division of the borough through the 
centre of the town, using the railway line where it is a ward 
boundary . 

The electorates of the four remaining districts are either too 
large or too small to be left to form constituencies on their 
own. The Commission recognise that the two recommended seats in 
the Swindon area cause a considerable "domino effect" on the 
existing constituency pattern in the remainder of the county, but 
feel that this is unavoidable if the actual and projected growth 
in the north and west of the county is to be taken into account. 

The Commission considered that the remainder of the district of 
Kennet should form a constituency with ten wards from the 
northern part of the district of Salisbury. This would unite two 
rural areas across Salisbury Plain, rather than combining Kennet 
district with wards from the districts of North Wiltshire or West 
Wiltshire. 

The Commission have also decided that there should be no change 
to the names currently used for constituencies in the county and 
that the two Swindon seats be designated County Constituencies 
to reflect the inclusion of more than a small rural element in 
each constituency.
